When informed that the law in- 
terferved with the appointment of his 
friend, he sent a message to Congress 
telling them,“ Repeal me those laws.”

The President struck up 
an acquaintance with the usurping Baez ; 
Baez offered to sell San Domingo, and 
numerous friends of Grant were anxious 
that the trade be completed. The Secre- 
tary of State did not approve the scheme, 
whereupon Grant sent an aide-de-camp 
to San Domingo and made a treaty direct 
with Baez. The matter getting out, there 
was danger that Baez would be hanged by ) 
hisown people, whereupon Grant despatel- 
ed a nuvy to San Domingo and placed it 
at the dispesal of Baez to protect him- 
self. ‘These proceeding were all unlaw- 
ful ; but the President thought them es- 
sential to carry. out his will, which was 
unte him the supreme law, because le 
didn’t know any better. So, in all other 
things. Considerations of personal and 
ofticial deeorum have not been allowed to 
interfere with the “ good time,” to enjoy 
which, the President accepted the office. 
Tom Murphy was a good fellow; a judge 
of horses, cigars, and wine; he was 
jovial and companionable ; he paid bills 
for several entertainments.
